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BRITISH COMMISSIONER 
ON CANADIAN TRADE

Richard Grigg, of the British Board! 


of Trade, Gives Results of His 
Personal Investigations Made Last 
Year in the Dominion, 


London, Jan, 25 (Special Correspon- 
dence),—The report upon the condi- 
tions and prospects of British trade 
in Canada by Mr. Richard Grigg, the 
special commissioner of ‘the Britieh 
board of trade, has been published 
and has met with a chorus of approv- 
al by the London press, It appears 
as a government blue book of 120 
pages, with map, and in masterly 
fashion it presents the facts collected 
by Mr. Grigg in his tour through 
Canada from Sept, 1906 to May, 1907. 

Kefore leaving for Canada Mr, Grigg 
interviewed many = representative 
chambers of commerce (or boards of 
trade, as they are called in Canada) 
and in his introduction to the report 
he says he found different sets of 
opinions existing, but on both sides 
of the Atlantic, to draw closer the 
bonds of commercial union and to 
understand one another's different 
pointe of view, The 

Lack of Mutual Understanding. 


is shown by the opinion he heard so 
often in Canada, that England is toc 
conservative or old-fashioned in its 
methods—an appreciation of English 
traders thet might be regarded here 
as hardly just—when it is ‘realized 
that this old-fashioned little country 
is at this moment doing the largest 
and most progressive overseas tradk 
in the whole world. Mr. Grigg re 
marks that the existence of one grea 
government department, “the boaré 
of trade,’”’ presided over by a cabine 
minister (Mr, Lloyd George), wa- 
something of a discovery to many 
Canadians who thought it was th: 
same as their board of trade, whici 
in England we ,call a “chamber © 
econimerce,”’ The great need of boti 
Canada and England is a better un 
derstanding of one another’s trad: 
conditions and to this end Mr. Grig; 
recommends the appointment of Brit 
ish commercial consuls in Canada 
who seattered over the country, shal 
be the eyes and ears of the Britis! 
manufacturers and do fer England in 
the Dominion what the Canadin 
trade agents are doing for Canada 1 
this country. 

He further recommends the wid 
distribution of the papers issued b 
the commercial department ot th 
British board of trade. Perhaps mor 
urgent is the need of our Britis! 
manufacturers to learn at first han 
what the Canadian markets want, b 
personal visits to the country, Mr 
Grigg has great hopes in this direc 
tion when an All Red Route is in be 
ing and Canada jaua England | ar

Hopefuiness For The Future. 
in view of the enormous possibilitie 
of the new country, The compure 
tively insignificant Anglo-Canadia 
trade to-day alongside the immens 
total of Britain’s overseas trade cause 
Englishmen to be blind to the futur 
size of the future markets, and th 
certainty of the rapid developmen 
which will outstrip the  productiv 
power of Canada, and offer busines 
to England that will be worth fight 
ing for. Mr, Grigg in this connectio 
very happily quotes the 

Sneech of General Wolfe. 

referring to the United States, then 
British colony: ‘‘This will sometim 
hence be a vast empire, the seat o 
power and learning. Nature has refus 
ed it nothing and there will grow uj 
a people out of our little England 
that will fill this vast space.”’ hl 
giving figures relating to Canada’ 
population, Mr, Grigg points out th 
significant fact that the influx fron 
Great Britaity is 380 per cent. mor 
than twice as much as from all othe 
countries. The element which is no 
British or American” represents i: 
Canada little more than a quarter o 
the whole population, 

After referring to the agricultura 
development of Canada and the bi; 
invasion of Americans to the north 
west, Mr, Grigg shows that the appli 
cation of American capital is nov 
being largely applied to the develop 
ment of Canadian manufactures anc 
industrial investments. An importan 
section of the report is devoted to th 
remarkable and promising develop 
ment of mining. Other interestin; 
sections deal with railways, canals 
clectrie power, whilst nearly one hal 
of the report is devoted to detailed in 
formation as to particular branche 
of Canadian trade. 

Mr, Grigg is not concerned wit! 
the arguments for or against tarif 
velorm—but he states the case fo 
Canadian protection, when he say 
that the agricultural community ip 
Canada, whose solid vote would be de 
cisive either way, are content to suffe 
higher prices under protection in thei 
patriotic desire to advance their coun 
try’s trade, and, in their opinion, they 
have been largely influenced by thr 
success of.their southern neighbor, 

Substantial Preference, 

Referring to the Canadian — tariff 
Mr, Grigg points out that whilst it 
primary object is revenue, it is fram 
ed to encourage Canadian industries 
It exempty raw materials or admit 
them at a low rate. The imports o 
raw materials are chiefly from the 
United States, and in these Englanc 
cannot compete, He points out tha 
of dutiable imports for consumption 
{1,74 per cent. were from the United 
States and 30.40 per cent, from Brit 
ain last year, while the duty free im 
ports were 71,90 per cent, from thi 
United States and from Britain only 
15.08 per cent. Mr. Grigg is impress 
ed by “the pull” which America ha 
over Britain in competition for Cana 
dian trade, on account of the geogra 
phical position and the facilities to:
